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Where Indians once lived and fought is a spot marked by a group of tupello — 
or swamp hornbeam trees, which have been called the King Philip Trees for 
over three hundred years, owing to the story that King Philip himselfhad been 
seen there on a black horse, galloping about in high glee over the havoc he 
and his tribe had created among the villages. 


These trees are a rare species in New England and are located on Dover Road 
in Millis. ;

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN ; 


The Board of Selectmen reorganized on May 5, 1983 with Hindy Rosenfeld 
as Chairman, Collins C. O'Connor as Vice Chairman and Lawrence P. McCarthy as 
Clerk. 


The Selectmen, continuing to attend as many meetings as possible in liaison 
work with other Boards and activities, give much more time than the part-time job 
designates. In addition, they are involved in union negotiations with departments 
under their jurisdiction and much more. Governmental State, Federal and County 
requirements as well as their regular duties and meetings keep them “On the go.” 


Changes that took place this past year included the renovation of Niagara 
Hall (one more time) to provide space for the Assessors’ and Tax Collectors’ Of- 
fices on the first floor. Overcrowded conditions at the Town Office necessitated 
moving the Tax Collector to Niagara Hall. The Assessors move back to Niagara 
Hall eliminated their rental fee elsewhere and has them housed in a more central- 
ly located area for easier access. As those changes were in progress, the Town 
Offices were renovated and now houses the Selectmen’s Office, the Town Clerk’s 
Office, the Town Accountant's Office, the Computer Operator, the Planning 
Board and the Building, Wire and Plumbing Inspectors’ Offices. The changes 
allow more space for larger numbers of people who attend meetings, and more 
space for the storage of records and equipment used on a daily basis in all offices. 


Cable has come to Millis, and by all reports, most people are enjoying the 
service. The Cable Television Advisory Committee continued their work even after 
the Board of Selectmen, the issuing authority, signed the final license on December 
20, 1982. Installations were completed during the Fall of 1983, and Townspeople 
have been able to watch a replay of our last Town Meeting and other local infor- 
mation on their TV sets. The Cable Committee is still overseeing the fulfillment of 
contract requirements in Millis’ behalf. 


The Computer Advisory Study Committee presented an excellent report of 
needs analysis for Millis, to the Board of Selectmen in December, 1983. The Com- 
mittee met with the Selectmen shortly after that time to go over the report and 
answer questions the Selectmen posed. The Committee sought and received fur- 
ther direction and support for continuation of the study and the placing of an 
article on the next Town Meeting warrant for the purchase of a computer with 
terminals for future needs of Town Departments. 


The Energy Conservation Committee completed more problem areas this 
past year. The building at the landfill was addressed at their direction, and changes 
there will make the building more energy efficient. They had ceiling fans installed 
in Town Office areas to better control heat circulation and are currently working 
On insulating and finishing the vestibules at Niagara Hall and the Town Office. i 
They continue to upgrade the condition of town buildings for improved energy 4 
conservation which results in savings to the Town. |

The lower Library roof continued to be a problem, since we could not gen- 
interest in getting proper specifications written, which would properly ad- 
the lower roof and its underside for repair. Although bids were requested 
twice for the project, the few that were submitted came in at a higher cost than 
expected. Because it was finally determined that lasting repair would neces- 
te the removal of the skylights, and a special tongue-in-groove construction 
for the ceiling below, the Board of Selectmen and Library Trustees sought pro- 
-posals from Structural Engineers for recommendations and specifications for the 
f_ A final article will be submitted for Town Meeting approval upon the com- 
pletion of the report by the Structural Engineer. 


The Millis Police Contract was ratified in 1983, with Selectmen Collins C. 
OConnor and Leonard Bateman, Jr. acting as negotiators. At the recommenda- 
tion of Police Chief Egy. five Permanent Intermittents were appointed from a 
requested civil service list, by the Board of Selectmen, to alleviate using appoint- 
ed specials in violation of civil service law. 


Sewer connections with the Town of Medway are a fact and funding and 
" contracts for the project are being worked out by the DPW Board of Commis- 
 Sioners. 


Contamination of wells one and two of our three town wells made it nec- 
‘ssary to impose a water ban and look for alternative water supply. A tie-in to 
Medway helped during peak summer demand and people’s consciousness of the 
water ban cut the use of water by almost two thirds in a very short time. A tie- 
im to Medfield was accomplished later and water supply is assured until a new 
well is built at South End Pond, by a vote of a Special Town Meeting held last 
Fall. 


Massachusetts Correctional Institution workers from Norfolk built a fire 
_ escape for the Town Office Building that is mandated by State Law Building 

‘Codes. Monies for the outside stairway were allocated by Town Meeting action 
Six years ago, but contractors could not meet the specifications at the voted 
ce. MCI Norfolk completed the work over a six week period of time last 
and the finished stairwell is a credit to their ability. 


____ Volunteer services by town organizations and others continue to augment 
bur budgeted expenses. Oak Tree League beautification is appreciated by all who 
pass and stop to smell the flowers they so generously provide and care for. 


Lions Club Clinics have helped many, and local Girl Scouts decorate our buildings 
ith wreaths each Christmas. Carole Kellogg, Chairman of Personnel, provided 
another July 4th fun day, and Ellen Stokinger not only serves as a member of the 
Council on Aging, but donates her time for the Home Heating Fuel Oil Program. 


Town departments willingly cooperate in our endeavors and we owe a 
cial thanks to the men of the Public Works Department for their help dur- 
Hg our renovation projects.

Special thanks, too, to Bill Whelan, Tauno Aalto and the Energy Conserva- 
tion Committee for the many extras they provided during last year. 


Filling vacated appointment slots is an ongoing problem, and we would 
like to hear from anyone willing to serve. 


Centennial plans for 1985 are in full swing and while many people are tak- 
ing an active part, more are needed. Plans in progress include a banquet to open 
the celebration on February 24, 1985 (Millis’ Incorporation Date) and a parade 
that will close the celebration on June 15, 1985. All other events planned will be 
scheduled between those two dates. Selectman Liaison to the Centennial Com- 
mittee Hindy Rosenfeld says that while the committee has been working since 
March, 1983, greater interest is just beginning to be generated as word of the 
committee's progress becomes known. Everyone interested in working on Millis’ 
100th Birthday Celebration is urged to contact the Town Office. 


The Selectmen continually address problems and try to solve them in the 
best interest of the Town. The cooperation and understanding of the citizens of 
Millis make their job a more pleasant one.

REPORT OF CABLE TV ADVISORY COMMITTEE 


A final license awarding the Cable TV franchise to Rollins Cablevision of 
Southeastern Mass. was signed by the Board of Selectmen on January 17, 1983. 
In accordance with the license requirements, construction of the Cable television 
system was started the last week of April, 1983. 


Due to technical delays, it was agreed upon by Rollins that the turn-on of 
the cable television system would be accomplished in two phases. All subscribers 
south of Route 109 were included in phase I and received service by June, 1983. 
All subscribers north of Route 109 were included in phase II and received service 
by September 1983. Underground service was completed by October 1983. As of 
December 31 there were 1224 customers receiving Cable TV in Millis. 


The public access studio is in the white trailer located behind the high 
school. This trailer was turned over to the town by the School Committee and 
the Board of Selectmen in turn designated the building as the studio for Millis. 


Portable TV production equipment started to arrive in Millis in time for 
the 1983 Memorial Day Services. Since that date, we have received approximately 
90% of the public access equipment required by the license. The first classes re- 
quired for use of this equipment were held in the studio in September and Octo- 
ber of 1983. Additional classes will be held in 1984. 


__ The CATV committee will continue as an oversight committee during 1984 
to insure that the requirements of the license are fully met.

REPORT OF THE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


In April 1983 the Massachusetts Department of Environmental Quality 
Engineering issued revised, more definitive and comprehensive regulations 
felating to the Wetlands Protection Act, Massachusetts General Laws Chap- 

ter 131 Section 40. Under provisions of the Act no person may remove, fill, 
_ dredge or alter certain wetland resource areas without first filing a Notice of 
Intent and obtaining an Order of Conditions. The Act requires that any order 
‘$0 issued must contain conditions sufficient to preserve and promote the fol- 
_lowing public interests: the protection of public or private water supply and 
‘groundwater supply, the enhancement of flood control and storm damage 
‘Prevention, the prevention of pollution and the protection of fisheries and 
land containing shellfish. 
: During 1983 in addition to its regular monthly meetings, the Conserva- 
tion Commission held eight Public Hearings under the Massachusetts Inland 
Wetlands Protection Act. Each hearing considered the possible impacts that 
@ proposed Project might have on Millis wetlands. As a result, in four of the 
‘oposals Orders of Conditions were issued minimizing any adverse effect the 
Projects would have on the wetlands. Three of the remaining four proposals 
Were considered exempt, non-significant or non-applicable. The eighth pro- 
posal was withdrawn by the applicant. 


As part of the regular meeting process the Commission routinely met 
with and advised citizens and applicants on matters affecting Millis wetlands. 
pursuing its duties and responsibilities the Conservation Commission co- 


edinated as required with other Town boards and committees. Their coopera- 
ion and assistance is appreciated.

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1983 REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


As usual, the office of Town Counsel was busy during 1983. 


Based in part of the Town’s joint amici curiae brief, the United States 
Supreme Court reversed a decision of the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court, which had obligated municipalities to pay for medical expenses for 
suspects injured during arrest. City of Revere v. Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital, 51 U.S.L.W. 5008 (1983). 


Two tort cases were settled by the Town’s insurer without liability or 
cost to the Town. The first was a school bus accident case and the second 
was a civil rights suit by two convicts. A suit against the Board of Appeals 
for a special permit to construct a driveway over land partially in a wetlands 
district was dismissed as were two Appellate Tax Board cases. 


Two new Superior Court cases were brought against the Board of 
Appeals for the granting of variances. One has been dismissed and the other 
is still pending. Suit has also been brought challenging certain sewer rates 
and two new Appellate Tax Board cases have been brought. The Town un- 
successfully defended a small claims action and was involved in bringing 
successful suspension charges before the Alcoholic Beverages Control Com- 
mission. Three new federal condemnation suits have been brought in connec- 
tion with the taking of Town land by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers. 


Town Counsel rendered 20 formal written legal opinions and 31 oral 
legal opinions involving legal research to various Town Boards and personnel. 
He also rendered counsel and advice on numerous other occasions. Twenty- 
three contracts were either drafted, revised or reviewed by Town Counsel. 
Town Counsel attended most of the regular Selectmen’s meetings and several 
meetings of other Town Boards, including, but not limited to, the Board of 
Health, Planning Board, and Board of Public Works. Town Counsel drafted 
numerous easements and recorded numerous liens on behalf of the Town. 
He attended almost all sessions of Town Meetings and either drafted, re- 
vised or reviewed all warrant articles. He drafted a special legislative act for 
the Town which was passed by the Great and General Court. 


Town Counsel completed his term as President of the Massachusetts 
City Solicitors and Town Counsel Association, where he has been an active 
member since 1975. He organized and ran a state-wide seminar on Municipal 
Law for attorneys and municipal officials. He is presently serving a fourth 
and final term on the Association’s Executive Committee. 


The death of Chief George Smith this year was a tragedy for the Town. 
Chief Smith and I worked together harmoniously over the years and my 
sincerest sympathies are extended to his family and friends.

REPORT OF ENERGY CONSERVATION COMMITTEE 


Another annual accounting of an energetic Energy Conservation Committee. 
The year 1983 saw proficient progress in programs planned and continued satisfac- 
tion in those previously completed. 


Two prime targets for the past year were the Landfill Building and the Town 
Office. Renovations to the heating system and some strategic insulation of the Land- 
fill Building resulted in lowering fuel oil consumption from a high of 1207 gals. a 
year to 548.6 gals. last year, and only 34.9 gals. up to December 31, 1983 of this 
current fiscal year. A complete renovation of the heating system at the Town Of- 
fice, engineered by Committeeman Sam Howie and just recently completed should 
show results in fuel and “feel” consumption in the coming year. i 


Again the Millis Schools excelled, with Committee members, Head Custodian 
Nick Costantino and his assistant Sliver Murphy reporting a $4200 savings in fuel 
consumption. These two continue to amaze us. The Town is most fortunate and 
should be proud of their endeavors. 


Other work administered by the Committee includes: Insulating and instal- 
ling of door closers in vestibules of the Library, Niagara Hall and Town Office. At 
the Rockville Fire Station, the bell tower, a source of heat loss was capped and i- 
sulated and the installation of a combination door was the beginning of work being 
done there. A planned vestibule and improved storm windows at the DPW Building 
is in progress.

BOARD OF HEALTH AGENTS 


For the fiscal year, 1983, there were several miscellaneous complaints received 
and appropriate action taken where necessary. All complaints are logged at the 
Board of Health office and investigated by board members whether reported in 
writing, by telephone, anonymously or identified. 


Forty-three new septic system installation inspections were made plus thir- 
teen inspections for modifications of existing facilities. Some of these required 
re-inspections. 


All food service establishments were inspected twice during the last year. 
Some of these required a warning and a re-inspection. 


As of July 1, 1983, GAF brought the plant up to specifications according to 
the Consent Agreement signed by GAF and the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering. No major infractions have been reported. 


Wells#4 and #2 were shut down because of small amounts of carbon tetra- 
chloride. The board felt because of the unknown, long-term effects that this 
would be necessary. This, too, was in conjunction with the Department of En- 
vironmental Quality Engineering. The board is very appreciative of the surround- 
ing towns of Medway, Medfield and Holliston for their cooperation in this emer- 
gency. 
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Many extra hours have been spent by members of the board attending meet- 
ngs in Woburn (DEQE) and court hearings in Boston in addition to the regular 
es performed in town. 


Receipts sent to the town treasurer from the Board of Health for the fiscal 
ar, 1983, totaled $5,465. 


PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE

Blood pressure clinics are held on the first Friday of each month at Kennedy 
_ Terrace. During this time counseling is given regarding disease detection, medica- 
tion and diet. 


Immunization clinics against childhood diseases were held in April and May 
_ with 121 school-age children being immunized. 


Two flu clinics were held in the fall with overwhelming response. Two 
hundred and eleven people were immunized. We also supplied the vaccine for 
‘private physicians in Millis—a biologic station is maintained at the Board of 
‘Health office. 


A pneumovax clinic was held for the first time since 1978. A small fee was 
charged to defray cost of the vaccine and all monies were turned over to the town 
treasurer. Seventy-eight people took advantage of this clinic. 


A cancer screening clinic was held in October. Funding for smears was pro- 
vided by the Oak Tree League of Millis, supplies provided by the American Cancer 
‘Society and the site provided by Tri-Valley Medical Associates. Dr. Carl M. Souza 
~ and Dr. Barry Shamus donated their services along with volunteers for secretarial, 
_ transportation and nursing services. 


Follow-up of hospital referrals on newborns and premature infants were 
‘made as well as investigation and follow-up of all persons with communicable 
diseases and their contacts. 


Lead testing is done by appointment on pre-school children. 
A medical loan closet is available through the Board of Health office. This 


ipment is available for loan to townspeople without charge ona short-term

REPORT OF LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


The Millis Public Library was planned and built in the mid-60’s to serve lib 
needs for twenty years. As we approach the end of the twenty-year period, in the 
mid-80’s, it is becoming obvious that future space needs must be looked at. The 
Children’s Room has too many book shelves and too little space for movement, 
browsing, sitting at a table doing homework, and minimal storage or display space. 


The Adult Room bookshelves are almost at capacity, which raises two options” 
we may pursue: to discard good books and other materials which have now outlived 
their useful life to make room for newer books in heavier demand, or to seek library 
expansion with the addition of more shelving, seats for users, and space in general. 


The library has land available in rhe rear of the building, and the times sug- 
gest that federal-state monies may in the near future become more available for 
domestic projects if military spending is reduced. This seems to be the will of most — 
political candidates today. If federal-state monies do become available in the near 
future it would be wise for us to be ready with plans or clear ideas of what we 
would like to do vs. what we can afford to do, depending on what our expenses 
might involve, in matching grants or in providing some level of funding. 
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We thank the many residents who have given us many books in 1983, We 
also thank the Oak Tree League for providing a pass for the Children’s Museum 
_ and for planting and caring for flowers at two locations on our lawn. We wish to 
_ also thank the Millis DPW for extreme cooperation in working with us this year. 

A special thank you to Robert M. Morse who served as Library Trustee 
since 1961. Sincerely, quietly, modestly and with much dignity he served 
faithfully to gain public support for the library and is recognized for his 
contributions toward that end. The library has undergone many changes since 
_ Mr. Morse’s earlier days as Trustee and his continued dedication during his 

tenure served as encouragement to all of us who had the pleasure of working 

— with him.

REPORT OF CHILDREN’S LIBRARIAN 


I have now served in the capacity of children’s librarian for more than a year. 

I have seen many good programs continued, many policies improved upon, and 
some new ideas instituted. One of my main concerns was to improve the appear- 
ance of the children’s room despite some of the visual eyesores created from our 
leaky roof. We have tried to make the room one which is welcoming, decorative, 
and easy and comfortable to use and work in. The children’s room is continuous- 
ly decorated in accordance with holidays, authors’ works, or contemporary sub- 
ject areas. Story hour sessions crafts are now on display throughout the year. 


We are striving to better our relationships with the schools——both public 
and private. Last spring we had visitations from two of the local nursery schools 
(morning and afternoon sessions), during which we gave the children a tour, 

_ showed a book film, and made bookmarks with them. This fall, we had visits from 
_ each of the classes at the Clyde Brown School, during which we held similar pro- 
grams. We have attempted to better meet the needs of the middle school children, 
by purchasing many of the books on their class booklists and indicating where 

_ these books may be located in our library. 


We have also conducted story hours for youngsters at which time stories are 
read and a related craft is made. The story hour sessions run for 10 weeks in the 
fall, and again in the spring. Mary Chute is in charge of the pre-school story hour, 
and Shirley DiCenzo conducts two sessions for children in grades K—2. Approxi- 
_ mately 50 children are serviced in this endeavor. 


Our summer reading program was again very successful. We had a total of 
‘72 participants, and awarded 122 Burger King coupons, given through the cour- 
‘tesy of Frank Keaney, representing Burger King. 
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We have relabeled every JJ book (approximately 6300) in the hopes of making 
them easier to locate. We have also incorporated a new category in our younger chil- — 
dren’s collection—“‘wordless stories.” These are now in a special section in order to 
make them more noticeable and accessible.

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REPORT OF THE MAPC REPRESENTATIVE 


Pursuant to Chapter 40B, Section 26 of the Massachusetts General Laws, the 
Town of Millis is a member of the Metropolitan Area Planning Council, the regional 
planning agency for 101 communities in the metropolitan Boston area. 


In 1983, the Town of Millis was represented on the Council by Domenic E. 
D’Eramo, appointed to a 3-year term by the Selectmen on September 29, 1977, 
Domenic E. D’Eramo was active in Council affairs, and served as a member of the 
Transportation Technical Advisory Committee. 


The Metropolitan Area Planning Council prepares regionwide plans and poli- 
cies which relate to issues in land use, environmental quality, housing, economic 
development and transportation. In 1983, the Metropolitan Area Planning Coun- 
cil provided the following regionwide services to its member communities, includ- 
ing the Town of Millis: 


Overall Economic Development Program (OEDP) — prepared in 
accordance with federal guidelines, including a list of local eco- 
nomic development projects eligible for federal funding. 


Transportation Improvement Program (TIP) — within the frame- 
work of the Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO), partici- 
pated in its review and adoption, including a list of local trans- 
portation improvement projects eligible for federal financial 
assistance. 


Industrial Sites Survey — produced, in association with the Massa- 
chusetts Department of Commerce and Development, a detailed 
inventory of vacant commercial and industrial sites in each com- 
munity. 


Hazardous Waste Materials Disposal Guidelines — to help com- 
munities manage hazardous materials and to properly dispose 
of hazardous wastes. 


Coastal Zone Management Program — developed an emergency 
oil-spill response and clean-up program for coastal communities. 


Transportation Program Guide — a complete description of the 
application process and funding sources for local transportation 
projects. 
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Center Revitalization Manual — produced to help communities imple- 
ment strategies to improve and revitalize aging downtown commercial 
districts. 


Southeast Expressway Reconstruction — provided public information 
and outreach to limit the impact of the project on commuters from 
the South Shore and other areas. 


Population and Employment Forecast — projected employment growth 
and population trends for all communities in the MAPC region through 
the year 2010. 


Third Harbor Tunnel/Central Artery Policy — included an in-depth 
analysis of the alternatives and the impact on the region. 


Bicycle Commuting Program — detailed strategies for employers in the 
region to increase bicycle commuting options through in-house promo- 
tion and access to bicycle parking facilities. 


In addition to developing regional plans and policies, the Metropolitan Area Plan- 
ning Council provides services to its member communities by providing local 
technical assistance upon request (free up to two weeks, then at cost) for projects 
in zoning, planning, site analysis, traffic, groundwater protection and other areas. 
MAPC, at the request of the Town of Millis, provided the following technical as- 
sistance in 1983: assisted groundwater protection workshop and followed up on 
procedures for National Register nomination. Other ongoing services include: 


Keeping local officials informed of legislative c!:anges of potential 
concern to communities in the areas of MAPC involvement via the 
Council newsletter, Up On The Hill, published 3—4 times while the 
legislature is in session. 


Providing objective reviews and comments on proposed zoning 
amendments and open space plans to help communities and re- 
duce chances of legal challenge or disapproval. 


Helping communities prepare applications for state and federal 
funding. 


Analyzing census data including population, income, housing, 
employment and land use information. 


Under several different programs, MAPC works with its member communities to 
review the impact of a variety of projects. Through the environmental impact 
process, MAPC helps member communities assess the environmental effects of 
proposed projects requiring state or federal funding or permits. Via the process 
known as the A-95 (formerly federally mandated, now operated by the state), 
the Council helps inform and counsel cities and towns on the development of 
publicly-funded projects. MAPC is also responsible for the review and evaluation 
of state capital expenditure projects, industrial revenue bonds (IRBs) and urban 
development action grants (UDAGs). 
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For the period July 1, 1982 — December 31, 1983, MAPC reviewed 144 A-95 ap- 
plications representing approximately $380 million in federally-assisted projects. 
The staff and representatives also reviewed and commented on 31 environmental 
reviews (both state and federal) for projects representing an estimated $4.3 billion 
in construction activities. 

In addition, the Council received notice that 224 Industrial Revenue Bonds were 


issued totaling approximately $527,389,879 and reviewed 110 Capital Outlay 
Request projects totaling $250,348 539. 


For the Town of Millis, MAPC reviewed one A-95 application, totaling an estimated 
$691,000 in federal funding and construction costs. Domenic E. D’Eramo also com- 
mented on various transportation and health-related proposals for the region. 


The Metropolitan Area Planning Council is an autonomous public agency governed 
by representatives of its member cities and towns. Its membership also includes 34 
heads of selected state and Boston agencies and gubernatorial appointees for a total 
of 135 members. 


The Metropolitan Area Planning Council is funded by local assessment at the rate 
of approximately $.17 per capita, and by federal and state grants for transporta- 
tion, economic development and environmental planning. Like its member com- 
munities, the Council is subject to Proposition 2 1/2. 


Local officials and citizens interested in regional planning issues affecting Millis 
are encouraged to contact the MAPC representative for more information.

REPORT OF TOWN MODERATOR 


Once again this year, the voters of the Town of Millis were able to complete 
the work of the Annual Town Meeting in one evening in May, 1983. A great deal 
of credit must be given to the Finance Committee which spends an enormous 
amount of time in auditing and preparing its recommendations for the voters. 
Certainly credit is due all the people who attended the meeting with an open mind 
and make what they believe to be the best decision for the town asa whole. A 
Special Town Meeting was held in order to deal with the problems in the town’s 
water system. This was a well attended meeting and again all the business was 
completed in one evening. 


I would like to take this opportunity to outline some fundamental parlia- 
mentary procedure in the hope that anyone wishing to speak at the Town Meeting 
can use this report as a guide: 


1. Action on any article on the warrant must be commenced by making a 
main motion. Normally the Finance Committee by its very definition 
makes the first motion. Although occasionally it will defer to the person 
or committee which submitted the article. 
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2. No person should speak at the Town Meeting without being recognized _ 
by the Moderator. Once recognized, the person should identify himself 
by name and address before speaking on the issue. 


3. Words or meaning of a main motion can be changed by a motion to 
amend. Any number of amendments may be proposed while the main 
motion is still pending although only one amendment may be proposed at 
a time in order to avoid confusion. 


4. If the Town Meeting has dealt with and voted on an article, it may be re- 
considered once. Reconsideration must be suggested by motion and is 
usually premised on new information which has been obtained or some 
other change in circumstances since the first vote was taken. 


5. A “moving the question” is a motion to cut off debate. It requires a 
two-thirds vote and if it passes, requires an immediate vote on the arti- 
cle without any further consideration or debate. 


There are strong feelings among proponents or opponents of any given 
article, but, decorum and courtesy are always required to ensure a fair and busi- 
nesslike meeting. Any voter has the right to vote and speak on any given article 
and any person having parliamentary questions should feel free to contact the 
Moderator prior to the Town Meeting in order to resolve procedural questions 
in advance. Again, I thank all the members of the town boards who worked so 
hard to make their presentation at Town Meeting ana all the voters who con- 
sistently show up to take part in town government.

MOSQUITO CONTROL PROJECT 
The Operational Project Program integrates all proven technologies into a 


system of mosquito control that is rational, safe, effective and economically 
feasible. 


All mosquito eggs need water to hatch and to sustain larval growth. 


_ Source Reduction Work: Our primary efforts are concentrated on the 
draining of shallow, standing, stagnant water and the maintenance of existing 
flow systems which contribute to mosquito breeding sources. 


Drainage ditches cleaned 3,571 feet 
Brush obstructing drainage cut 2,821 feet 
Culverts cleaned and opened 3 count 
Drainage construction by wide-track backhoe 1,696 feet 
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Larviciding: Treatment of mosquito larvae during aquatic development is 
the next most effective control effort. 


Aerial applied larvicide 1,600 acres 
Larvicide by backpack and mistblowers 87.5 acres 


Adulticiding: The suppression of flying adult mosquitoes becomes necessary 
when they are numerous, annoying or threatening to residents. 


Adulticide mistblowing from trucks 505.5 acres 
Adulticide U.L.V. from trucks 24,384 acres 
Catch basin application. Adulticide and larvicide 346 count 


Surveys, inspections and monitoring in support of our programs include 
_ locating and mapping breeding areas, larval and adult collections and fieldwork 
_ evaluations leading to better drainage. 


The Project received 134 calls from residents for information and assistance.

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REPORT OF THE POLICE DEPARTMENT 


This year has been a year filled with a great deal of emotion and activity, 


The loss of our late Chief George J. Smith, Jr. has created a void that has 
been deeply felt, the shock of which still lingers. 


Our year began with three very serious incidents. Two of these cases in- 
volved shootings and the third was a case of arson. It was not long after, that we 
conducted a drug investigation which, through the cooperation of the Massachu- 

_ setts State Police, concluded with the execution of a search warrant turning upa 
substantial amount of marijuana, cocaine and the seizure of $28,000.00 in cash. 

_ commend both Officer David Riggs and Detective William Carlson for their pro- 
fessionalism and manner in which they conducted themselves during this investi- 

_ gation. This seizure is indicative of a need for further drug investigations in Millis 
and for full community support of the Millis Drug and Alcohol Abuse Committee. 


Through the efforts of Selectman Hindy Rosenfeld and with full coopera- 
tion of the Finance Committee, we purchased a finger print machine and estab- 
_ lished a finger print program within the school system for those children and 
parents wishing to participate. This program was met with a great deal of enthu- 
_ siasm and through the efforts of Safety Officer Albert Baima spilled over to the 

Millis nursery schools. 


; | also initiated the purchase of a set of five educational carousel slides with 
__ cassettes. These slides are related to drug and alcohol abuse and awareness, and 
have already been used within the school system and community organizations. 
These slides were purchased with funds donated by our local businesses and good 
friends; South Shore Bank, Bob’s Auto Body, Cappy’s Restaurant, Tresca Broth- 
_ ers, Braman Screw Machine Co., Don Graves Sign Co. and M & M Star Market. 
_ Hopefully this program will grow, giving Millis a comprehensive film library for 
community and officer training awareness in other areas of importance as well. 


The nationwide push to remove the drunk drivers from the highway has 

been met head on by all Millis Police Officers. The increase in driving under-the- 

influence cases handled by this department has increased approximately three to 
one. Their efforts have been noticed and are most commendable. 


All things considered, the Millis Police Department has been very busy this 
past year. We are feeling the pressures of a growing community and we recognize 
the need for growth within the department to enable the continuation of our ser- 
“Vices in the manner in which the townspeople are accustomed. 


As Provisional Police Chief I have enjoyed being able to serve you and I have 
4ppreciated the full support of both community and the Millis Board of Selectmen 
throughout the year.

REPORT OF BOARD OF PUBLIC WORKS 
Mr. Robert M. Hagearty resigned from his position as Clerk of the Board of — 
Public Works effective July Ist, 1983. The Board reorganized July 14th, 1983 as ; 
follows: Mr. George DeAngelis was designated Chairman, Mr. Edward J.Cronin, 
Clerk and Mr. Thomas Hatch was welcomed as the new Third Member. The Board 
extends their thanks and appreciation to Mr. Hagearty for his contributions to the ~ 
Board/Town and wishes him much success in his future endeavors. The addition 
of Mr. Thomas Hatch to our Board was gratefully received. Tom, with his indus- 
trious manner, has assumed many of the varied responsibilities of this multi- 
faceted Board. 


In addition to the implementation of the routine duties of our Department 
and Board (which encompasses highway, water, sewer, park, cemetery, tree, insect — 
pest control and sanitary landfill) and the assistance rendered to various town De- 
partments, Boards and Committees we offer the following: 


1. The following town roads were resurfaced with Type I Hot Top Overlay— 
Norfolk Road, Baltimore Street, Pleasant Street, Dyer Street and two 
locations on Village Street. This item was funded by state and town 
monies and the work was completed by town forces and contract labor. 


2. A Leak Detection Survey was implemented throughout town by Pipe 

Line Testing Service Inc. of Winchester, MA. Town forces worked with 
the survey crew from Pipe Line Testing Service Inc. and were trained in 
the utilization of the leak detection instrument. At this writing, the ap- 
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plicable written survey has not yet been received. However, all indica- 
tions point to favorable results. This survey was funded by Article 37 
83-84 Annual Town Meeting. 


On recommendations received from the Department of Environmental 
Quality Engineering in July of 1983, the Millis Board of Public Works 
closed water wells #1 and #2, as carbon tetrachloride was detected in 
the water derived from these well sites. Pursuant to same, interim water 
sources were secured from the towns of Medway and Medfield to com- 
pensate for the reduced flow resulting from the closure of Wells #1 and 
#2. 


A strict water ban was enforced relative to the outside utilization of all 
water, as provided by Chapter 40, Section 41A of the General Laws, in 
order to reduce consumption. 


At this time, the Board of Public Works would like to extend its 
thanks and appreciation to all citizens for their cooperation and out- 
standing adherence to the imposed water ban, which most certainly re- 
sulted in reduced water consumption — thus a savings relative to the 
purchase of required water. 


Special Town Meeting approval was received on September 12th, 
1983 relative to the before mentioned purchase of water and the con- 
struction of a new well site for the town. At this writing, the construc- 
tion of the well site has progressed to the engineering stage with assur- 
ance from the Department of Environmental Quality Engineering that 
no volatile organic compounds were found to be present in the water 
from the proposed well site located at South End Pond. 


Also, through an affirmative vote of the September 1 2th, 1983 
Special Town Meeting, this Board has made preparations relative to the 
purchase and installation of water meters throughout town. Specifica- 
tions are being prepared in anticipation of a bid opening in February of 
1984. It is the hope of this Board that all meters will be installed and 
functioning by the end of 1984. 


. Reconstruction of the Village/Pleasant Street Intersection — on Decem- 


ber 19th, 1983 the Board of Public Works executed a contract with 
Storch Engineers of Boston, MA relative to implementation of engineer- 
ing plans for submittal and review by the Massachusetts Department of 
Public Works. Same will illustrate reconstruction of approximately 1100 
feet of Village Street and the two intersecting legs of Pleasant Street 
(about 400 feet to the west and about 250 feet to the east), along with 
other associated roadway, traffic and safety control devices for the 
project limits. The extent of proposed traffic control devices for this 
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project will be the installation of flashing warning beacons and necessary 
traffic signing and pavement markings. The before mentioned project 
being funded by Article 34 83-84 Annual Town Meeting. 


_ Construction of the Interceptor Sewer, Force Main and Pumping Station 3 
which will transport flow from the town’s existing sewerage system to 
the Black Swamp Interceptor and the Charles River Pollution Control 
District Plant in Medway, MA — this project went out to bid in Decem- 
ber 83 with anticipated bid opening and award contemplated for Jan- 
uary of 1984 and actual construction commencing in the Spring of 

1984. 


_ Reconstruction of the Forest Road/Upper Bridge — Millis/Medfield — 
in conjunction with the town of Medfield it is anticipated that this 
project will be bid in the early part of 1984. 


We, as a Board, would like to take this opportunity to express and extend 


our appreciation and gratitude to Superintendent Robert Leslie; General Fore- 
man, Edward LaCroix; the employees of the Department of Public Works, our 
Secretary and Administrative Clerk, Janet Collins; and Senior Clerk, Susan Me-

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TRI—COUNTY REGIONAL VOCATIONAL 
TECHNICAL SCHOOL DISTRICT | 


The Tri-County Regional School District Committee is pleased at this time 
to report on happenings of 1983 and hopes for future years. At the first meeting 
in July, we reorganized and Albert Chouinard, Medfield, was elected Chairman. 
Timothy Greene from the Town of Sherborn was elected Vice-Chairman and 
Robert Riccio, North Attleboro, was chosen as the new Secretary. We decided 
that meetings would be scheduled for the second and fourth Wednesdays of each 
month as has been a long-standing practice. There were no changes in the makeup 
of the Committee during the past year so in addition to the officers the member- 
ship remains as follows: Robert Rappa and Carole Russell, Franklin; John Hurley, 
Medway; Robert McDonough, Millis; Melvin Long, Norfolk; Arthur Hillman, | 
North Attleboro; John Hanley, Seekonk; Sidney Hatch and Louis Hoegler, Wal- 
pole. 


Budget 1983—1984 


Once again the operating and capital budget was held to a 2%% increase. The 
two major factors that contributed to that achievement was a lower than anticipat- 
ed bid on pupil transportation and the decision to postpone appropriations for 
much-needed new equipment and equipment replacement. However, population 
shifts and an overall decline in student enrollment required an increased assess- 
ment to all towns with the exception of Sherborn and Walpole. The assessment 
to the Town of Millis was increased by $25,438. Fortunately, the Chapter 70 
pass-through monies were granted in July and Millis’ assessment was reduced by 
$4,284. Additionally, we declared a budget surplus at the close of the fiscal year 
in the amount of $57,522 and $2,870 was returned to the Town as their pro- 
portionate share. The Committee is sincere about its obligation to operate the 
school in a manner that is considerate of the financial status of all member com- 
munities and at the same time provide quality vocational education to the young 
men and women who reside in our communities. Obviously, this is becoming in- 
creasingly more difficult to accomplish; but with your continued cooperation and 
a state school aid formula that gives equal recognition to the needs of regional 
schools, we are hopeful for the future. 


Vocational Programs 


Auto Repair is presently developing an “Engine Rebuilding Section” for 
adoption into their course curriculum. An area in shop has been sectioned off and 
designated where total engine repair and rebuilding will become a part of grades 
eleven and twelve instruction. 


Auto Body is awaiting the installation of its “Frame Straightening Machine’ 
(should be installed by 1/15/84). The teachers will instruct the art of “frame 
straightening” on “unitized bodies.” This teaching concept is of vital importance 
because of the large increase in automotive production to “unit type” body con- 
struction. 
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Machine Shop has added a CNC Vertical Miller to its shop equipment. Com- 
puter numerical control machines are being widely used in the Machine Shop in- 

try today. This added curriculum instruction will be of great value to the 
training and development of our students. This learning will place these students 
on a more competitive level when seeking work in the Machine Shop industry. 


Metal Fabrication is about to install an “Oxy Fuel Shape Cutting Machine.” 
This piece of metal cutting equipment will enable the Metal Fab instructors to 
teach our students some of the finer points in metal cutting. This added instruc- 
ion will also assist our teachers to help develop “metal burning” (cutting) oper- 
“ators. The training will benefit students who lack the dexterity and skills of be- 
“coming proficient welders. 


Sheet Metal has developed and established a solid basic “Sheet Metal Pro- 

gram.” Students are being instructed in “duct work” construction of all types. 

” This includes design and lay-out as well as fabricating and assembly. This depart- 
ment under the guidance of their instructors has completely removed the present 

exhaust eliminating system” in the Metal Fabrication Shop. The teachers and 

Students are responsible for a completely new exhaust system. This includes the 

design, lay-out, fabrication, and installation. 


Plumbing continues to train and develop our future plumbers. It has be- 

© a very popular program, one which boasts a very high percentage of job 
placement in this trade. Recently, the instructors and students designed, devel- 
oped, fabricated, and installed a model “Solar Hot Water Heating System” in 

heir own shop. All of the design, even the solar heating panels, were made at the 
thool. This “Solar Heating System” can be seen and appreciated by visiting our 
~Shool. A noteworthy point is that this department (students and teachers) have 


en care of all the plumbing needs throughout the school (maintenance/ 
fepairs/new installations). 


_ _ Electrical (shop) is growing and developing rapidly. There is a great demand 
Gr electrical apprentices. We are helping to ease this demand by placing many of 
yar students in the electrical work field. Presently, a “Motor Control and Test 
oratory” is being constructed to give our students a competitive edge when 

ng jobs in the electrical trade field. Our electrical students and teachers have 
atisfied many of the electrical maintenance and new wiring installations here in 
ur school. 

Masonry continues to be a very popular program here at Tri-County. The 

= curriculum is well organized and meaningful. Recently our students and 
achers contributed a service to the Town of Franklin. They provided the skills 
ad abilities needed to restore the brick “Band Stand” at the Town Common. 

is job brought out much attention and praise. 


__ Plant Maintenance, another popular program in our school, continues to 
bid a great deal of interest as it steadily advances. In this department the train- 
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ing modules accent carpentry, machine shop, welding, electrical, plumbing and 
small engine. The curriculum being taught in these many trade areas are mostly 
basic in design. However, enough is being applied whereby the student can de- 


velop and advance in any one specific trade area or in all of them. 


: 


Painting & Decorating. Painting, wallpapering, interior decorating, furniture 
refinishing, sign painting and cabinetmaking are on-going activities for this pro- 
gram. Much of the painting and maintenance needs in our school are being satis- 
fied by the P & D students and teachers. The trade skills being taught are of high 
value to our student graduates. (It is a tremendous asset in any school, town 
agency, or building to have a department capable of maintaining the proper 
appearances necessary because of public scrutiny.) 


Carpentry/Cabinetmaking. At Tri-County, future carpenters and cabinet- 
makers are being trained and sent forth into their trade fields. The knowledge and ~ 
skills derived from our course instruction certainly enable our graduates to find 
their place in the work market. Many of the carpentry/cabinetmaking student 
graduates have gained prestigious employment. An “Overhead Route” is the latest 
piece of equipment that will be used to help train our young people. The carpen- | 
try department has done outside jobs (buildings, roofs, renovations) for many of 
the district town agencies. There are several jobs under consideration at this pres- ‘ 
ent time. 


Air Conditioning & Refrigeration. A lot of growth and development have taken 
place in this department. The students and teachers have organized their shop 
facilities and work stations into a compact training area. Air Conditioning & Re- 
frigeration troubleshooting, repairing, designing, and installing of new systems 
make up some of the course training study units. The students and teachers are 
responsible for most all of the air conditioning and refrigeration needs through- — 
out the entire school. ; 


Technical Programs 


As in all high technology fields, Drafting has experienced a revolution. Pen- 
cils, french curves, and drawing tables have been replaced by CPU’s, digitizers 
and plotters. Known in the trade as a CAD/D system, computer-aided design/ 
drafting enables a draftsperson to make, store, copy or change drawings by push- ~ 
ing a button. This micro computer-based graphics system is efficient, fast, and 
accurate. It is also becoming standard equipment in the drafting industry. With- 
out the knowledge of operating a CAD/D system, students will be at an employ- — 
ment disadvantage. F 


Armed with these facts, Tri-County applied for and received a federal g 
of $5,000 to be applied to the cost of the necessary equipment. This grant did 
not coyer the cost of a complete system, however, so a plea was made to several _ 
hi-tech companies requesting monetary contributions. } 
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___ Codex Corporation of Mansfield and Bird Machine Company of Walpole re- 
ponded to that plea. The generous amount of $1,500 will allow the program to 
e offered to seniors this year. This collaboration strengthens the existing relation- 


hip between education and industry which ultimately enhances the employability 
ills of students. 


The Foxboro Company has been very supportive of Tri-County in the past 
gh their active participation in our advisory committees, and in the Business 


ompany’s most recent contribution has been an audio-visual teaching aid on op- 

erational amplifiers to be used by the Electronics Department. This educational 
will not only assist students in learning the concepts, but also present the 

terial in greater depth and detail. The market value of these tapes is $1,200. 


All of these donations are extremely timely in light of the fact that the robots 
arrived at Tri-County. A new component of the Electronics Program now in- 
eludes an industrial automation course which places Tri-County in line with the 

e of the art. 


The assembly of the HERO robot has just been completed and the “‘armdroid” 
been programmed to move, select and deposit objects. The students have worked 
diligently and learned a great deal by completing this rather complex task. 


Plans are in the preliminary stages for the development of a “computer center” 
“@TriCounty which will not only introduce a new concept for the hi-tech programs, 


but also allow all students in the school to interact with computers in a manner that 
will enhance their learning. 


_ Contact has been made with one of the local banking firms to discuss the 
ability of establishing a full service banking branch at Tri-County. Since this 
_ Occupation is always in demand, students will be exposed to and taught the skills

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The seniors worked as waiters and waitresses; the sophomores were bus per- 
sons. For many, this was their first experience working in the real world. At week’ 
end, both students and supervisors were pleased with the program. Mr. Richard _

ary. | hope we have opportunities like this again in the future.” :

Academic Programs F 


Tri-County’s academic programs continue to serve the needs of the work 
bound and college bound student alike. The graduating class of 1983 proved no 
exception to these goals with 21% of its graduates continuing their education in ~ 4 
two and four year institutions of higher learning. # 


This year saw the continued development and maturing of academic pro- 
grams at Tri-County. The English, Math, and Science Departments are working 
in cooperation with selected Tri-County shops as well as schools of higher learn-_ 
ing in a joint effort to develop an advanced, technically based program for Tri- — 
County students so oriented. While at the same time the English Department’s 
Reading program continues to advance students two grade levels, on average, 
based upon standardized reading comprehension test scores. The Math program 
now boasts fifteen offerings designed to meet the needs of every student whether 
he/she be a future baker or electronic engineer. 
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The Business program has undergone the most encompassing change during 
983. Because of these changes, all students who graduate from Tri-County will 

¢ with them typing skills. In addition, all students will undergo a program of 
eomputer literacy. Many students will also graduate with functional competence 
a word processing. All of this is due to planned development and redesign of the 
‘Business Education curriculum implemented in 1983. 


The Physical Education Department has also been busy in 1983. Plans have 
been developed for implementation this winter of a community based, life-skills 
physical education program. Students will be engaged in activities ranging from 

wetball, ice skating, and bowling to golf. However, these activities will all take 
ce in and around the Franklin area at local recreational sites. 


TriCounty will continue to offer in 1984 the finest academic programs 


ssible so as to best prepare district students for whatever their vision and future 
mands of them.

REPORT OF MILLIS SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


On the first and third Tuesday of each month a regularly scheduled meeting 

of the School Committee is held in the Middle School/High School library. 
;

The Office of the Superintendent of Schools, which is located in the Middle 
School/High School building, is open from 7:45 a.m. to 3:45 p.m. daily exclusive — 
of holidays and weekends. The telephone number is 376-2934. 


The members of the School Committee met as a corporate body with the 
Superintendent of Schools, 24 times at scheduled meetings for the purpose of 
conducting school business. In addition, sub-committees met on more than 40 
occasions On matters that pertained to negotiations, finances, policy or trans- 
portation. 


At the annual election Robert Healy was re-elected to a three year term. 
Michael Travers was elected by the High School student body to serve as School 
Committee Student Representative and the Millis Teachers Association re- P 
appointed Dorothy Howley and Richard Keen to represent the Teachers Associ- 
ation at School Committee meetings. 


Following town elections, the School Committee re-organized as follows: 
Edna Neville elected Chairman, Joseph Arsenault elected Secretary, Walter 
Alessi, Associate Member; Robert Healy, Associate Member; Daniel Mundy, 
Associate Member. 


The members of the School Committee continue to expend much time and 
energy on Issues involving budget. Priorities were set keeping in mind level fund- — 
ing and quality education. In addition, this year many reports were written con- 
cerning the quality of education in the United States. 


Most popular among these reports was “A Nation At Risk: The Imperative — 
for Educational Reform.” Though this report and the concern expressed in edu- 
cation is refreshing, it also places responsibility on School Committees and ad- 
ministrators to assess the levels and needs of education in their schools. The 
Millis School Committee has given the responsibility of assessing Millis School 
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eds in relationship to this report to the Superintendent. His report was given to 
School Committee in December. Depending on a study of this report, budget 
ds may have to be re-evaluated and/or adjusted to meet the new standards. In 
paddition, it is very probable that state education mandates, as a result of these re- 
orts. will be forthcoming. Again, this will mean a re-evaluation in regards to bud- 
get issues. We urge the community to become aware of these reports as well as our 
“future needs, and to keep these issues in mind relative to the budget at Town 


__ Many positive moves have been made involving the staff. Among them were 

he appointment of an additional half-time kindergarten teacher, a reading/language 
its coordinator, and a half-time teacher of young children with special needs (ages 
3— 5). 


The High School Statement of Philosphy and Objectives has been re-written 
and approved by the School Committee. The statement was a joint effort of repre- 
entatives from the staff, the student body, the community and the School Com- 
tee. 

Staff and administrators have been preparing for the self-evaluation of the 

is High School. This evaluation will be done in March, 1984. A group of edu- 
ors will come into the Millis High School to evaluate program offerings and de- 
ermine our status in regard to accreditation. These evaluators will reflect direct- 


fy upon our philosophy of education and how we implement this philosophy in 
‘ur educational programs. 


The goals and objectives of the School Committee were reviewed and though 
¢ goals are on-going, all members agreed that progress is being made toward 
meeting goals in a timely manner. 


Considerable time and energy continue to be spent on School Committee 


es. To date three quarters of the policies have been reviewed, rewritten and 
proved. 


Collective bargaining and arbitration issues are items that must be addressed 
mmually. Asreements and addenda to contracts reached this year were with teach- 
fs and administrators. Contracts which require renewal are with the Teachers and 
od Services Associations. 


The new immunization law, stating that all students must show proof of im- 
nization before entering school has had 100% compliance. 


The Transportation Committee presented their report. Eight hundred stu- 
dents are bused on established routes. Many hours have been expended to provide 
smooth and safe operation for transporting Millis children.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Herewith is presented my ninth annual report as Superintendent of Schools. 
it is the ninety-second report in a series of school reports which began in 1892. 


Today, teacher turnover is not as prevalent as it was five or ten years ago. 
I the need for professional growth must be encouraged and initiated within a 
4 sc! DO System. 


Curriculum development does not necessarily involve an entire staff. Often, 
“Bis effected because of the sincere interest and energy of a few teachers who wish 
fo plan and develop a curriculum that will eventually improve the instructional 
program. Such action may also serve as an incentive to stimulate other staff mem- 
ers who are seeking a way to instructional improvement. 


This year several studies were undertaken to improve the instructional 


A much needed social studies curriculum revision was completed in grades 
2 at the Clyde Brown School. Currently, staff members in grades 3—8 meet 
alter the school day to upgrade the curriculum and to identify those concepts 
hat must be re-emphasized. Thus, the scope of social studies will have a sequen- 
fal and continuous approach from grades K—8. 


Recently, a skills oriented curriculum of individual learning objectives was 

ped for grades K—5. This summer, an extension of that document with a 

ore curriculum directed emphasis was developed. Staff members analyzed the 

existing curriculum in order to adapt and adjust materials and methodologies to 
ist special needs students in grades 6—8. 


In the High School, an analysis of the English curriculum, especially in the 
eas of literature, critical writing, reading skills, and vocabulary development, 
ecipitated an update and revision of the core curriculum. 


Newly acquired word processing equipment has resulted in the develop- 
Ent of material essential for its proper utilization. 
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Two committees are currently studying, researching, and assessing an impac 
on education in Millis. The first is a Computers in Education study committee. The 
group consists of parents, citizens, staff and School Committee members, studen 
and administrators. All aspects of computer literacy are being examined for a de- 
termination of the system-wide impact on the students. A report relative to this 
study is expected soon. 


The second study is to evaluate the math program K—12 and present to the 
School Committee a long range plan to upgrade the mathematics program. The 
committee will examine instruction, staff needs, testing, standards of achievement, 
scheduling, pre-requisites, and attitudes. 


Reports about educational reform are resulting in an over abundance of pro-" 
posals and recommendations. The most popularly discussed one is by the National” 
Commission on Excellence in Education: “A NATION AT RISK: THE IMPERA- 
TIVE FOR EDUCATIONAL REFORM.” 


The Commission focused its attention on teenage youth, thus addressing 
problems currently existing at the High School level. 


Although the elementary school received minimal attention in the report, 
they are the foundation to success and potential reform in American education. It 
is a fundamental axiom that quality education at the high school level cannot exist _ 
without excellence in the elementary schools. 


Unfortunately, the public does not distinguish between elementary and high 
school education: therefore, priorities should be established at each level. Also, 
strong support must emerge from legislative powers at the federal, state, and local 
levels, if educational reform is to become a reality. 


It is refreshing and stimulating to view the concerns expressed about educa- ~ 
tion by intellectuals, politicians, educators, citizens, big business and parents. It is 
encouraging to see that education is on the national agenda and of concern to the ~ 
leaders of this country. For too long, educators have been frustrated by state of 
on taxes; cutbacks in federal, state, and local funds; and the continuing threat of 
tuition tax credits; thus, the Commission’s report is an important step in re- 
examining the commitment to education. 


The Report was sub-divided into five areas: Content, Standards and Expects 
tions, Time, Teaching, and Leadership and Fiscal Support. How then will educatié 
in the Millis Public Schools, in relation to the report, reflect a need for a reexamin 
tion of its priorities: Not until programs are initiated by reform will the answer to 
that question be available. 


A considerable number of worthy activities are currently in progress but too 
lengthy to develop in this report. I would suggest that anyone desiring further in- 
formation about any of these programs contact the Central Office. : 
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: Millis is participating in a teacher exchange program which is sponsored by 
he federal government through the Fulbright Teacher Exchange Program. 


An interested group of parents have started an extension education program 
encourage further learning by developing “Project Explore.” The program is 
nducted at the schools during the summer and after school during the winter 
months. 


A High School self-evaluation study is currently being conducted in prep- 
eration for the Visiting Committee which will evaluate the High School education- 


al program for the purpose of accreditation, as required by the New England Associ- 
ation of Schools and Colleges. 

, A fingerprinting program was conducted in cooperation with the Millis 
Police Department. Parents may still have their children fingerprinted, if they 
are interested. 


| A Cable T.V. Studio is almost completed. Access to community television 
wall provide the school with a valuable communication link. The Rollins Cable- 
vision has been working closely with the Audio-Visual Department planning the 
‘studio and preparing for course instruction. 


The Music Department continues to receive District and State recognition 
through its participation in the Jazz Festivals. The achievements (second in each 
competition) are the result of strict discipline, high standards of excellence and 
@ strong and dedicated staff. The high percentage of students participating in the 
Music program is remarkable, considering the size of the school system.

The Chapter I, federally funded program, is functioning very well. Excellent 
unication and coordination of services exist among the tutors, the class- 
teachers and the reading instructors. Diagnostic testing, flexibility in sched- 
ing, in-service programs and a responsive advisory council all contribute to a 
ingful and effective program. 


5 Active parent advisory councils exist at all levels of the school organization- 
- structure, and townspeople are welcome to participate and become involved. 


No report is complete without an acknowledgment of the many organiza- 
and individuals who have given their support to the schools. The most re- 

ent contributions are: the impedance audiometer by the Lions Club, the Clyde 
Brown Parent Advisory Council, St. Thomas Woman’s Club and Mrs. Rita Angelo; 
ihe newly acquired football scoreboard donated by the Boosters Club; the con- 
aued offering of scholarships for private music lessons by the Millis Parents 

fusic Association; an alarm system given by David Ferzoco in hopes of reducing 
acts of vandalism; and a TRS—80 computer with many of its accessories donated 
by Lawrence Novick. 


: In conclusion, I would like to express my appreciation to the school staff 
for their cooperation. | gratefully acknowledge the efforts of the many citizens 
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who volunteered their time in support of education and in their desire to help 
young people. Also, to the members of the School Committee, I extend my 
appreciation for their support of the educational program, and for their per- 
severance and understanding. In summation, the successful operation of our

REPORT OF DIRECTOR OF PUPIL PERSONNEL SERVICES 


My ninth annual report to the citizens of Millis will include very brief com- 
ments on the school department’s special education, guidance and health services 
programs. 


The Pupil Personnel Services Department continues to provide ancillary ser- 
vices to the Clyde Brown, Memorial, Middle and High Schools and provides free 
standing, highly specialized separate programs for students who are unable to be 
maintained in our buildings due to significant educational and/or emotional dif- 
ficulties. Many of our students are provided their education through the Tri- 
Valley and Project Accept programs and a very small percentage of our students 
attend specialized Chapter 766 approved schools. The special education popula- 
tion has been increasing by 1% per year for the last four years, while the overall 
population has been steadily declining. The reduction in supportive services staff 
over the last three years has, in my opinion, been a factor in the increase in our 
special education roster. The inability of our system to take preventative mea- 
sures has resulted in mild problems escalating to moderate problems requiring 
more specialized attention.

This September a newly created special education transportation system 
was instituted through the efforts of ten surrounding towns. At this writing the 
quality of service to these children is much improved over previous years. 


Also in September, a new pre-school special education class was developed __ 
at the Clyde Brown School. This pre-kindergarten group has become integrated _ 
into the Clyde Brown School and we feel that these young children’s special 
needs can be best met at their “neighborhood” school as opposed to being trans- — 
ported out of town to collaborative placements as has been done in the past. 


Our secondary guidance department continues to work with all students 
on a myriad of problems both academic and social, Our college placement rate fi 
the Class of 1983 was 76%, a 5% increase over the 1982 figure. The serious social 
problems of the 80’s are seen within our system on a daily basis. It is our hope 
that the counseling department is able to make some impact on our students.

The health services department completed the formidable task of document- 
ing the immunization status of all our students, kindergarten through grade twelve 
and also provide health counseling, health screenings and emergency medical 
treatment to the students in all the buildings. 


The contribution of all our staff is felt throughout the system even in this 
time of declining resources and national criticism. Education truly is in a midst of 
change and hopefully the new found interest in education will allow for improve- 
ments in the future and a restoration of services that will be of great and lasting 
benefit to our students as they enter adulthood. 


In closing, I would like to express my gratitude to the School Committee, 
_ Superintendent, all personnel, parents, students and the community for their co- 
Operation and support.

The official high school enrollment as of October 1, 1983 is 357. This repre- 
“sents a decrease of 32 students from one year ago. 


( Millis High School and its International Club (formerly AFS Club) welcomed 
" two foreign exchange students for the school year 1983—1984. Berit Skogen, a 
grade 12 student from Volda, Norway, is making her home with Thomas Spittle 
and his wife Chris Hallinan of 390 Village Street. Jorge Lanza, a grade 10 student 
trom Madrid, Spain, is living with Leonard and Phyllis Kaplan and family of 16 
Independence Lane. Berit is here through the auspices of the American Intercul- 
‘tural Student Exchange program and Jorge through the American Institute for 
Foreign Study. 


J In addition to our yearly student exchange, this year Millis High School is 
exchanging one of its teachers with the neighboring country of Canada for one of 
theirs. Mr. Laurence Magner, a science teacher at the high school, is residing and 
teaching in British Columbia, Canada and Mr. Russell Reid, a science teacher from 


while Mr. Magner is living in the Reid home in Canada. 


The Class of 1983 graduated 104 students. Again our graduates achieved 
femendous success in their post secondary acceptances with 56% being accepted 
0 four year colleges and another 20% being accepted to two year and nursing 
chools for a total of 76%. This is the highest percentage ever which is indicative 
8i our students’ preparation and their obvious desire to pursue advanced study. 
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During the past and current year, the staff and administration have been mee’ 
ing in committees in preparation of the self-evaluation of Millis High School. In the 
spring of 1984, a group of educators will be arriving at Millis High School to evalu 
its programs and offerings for the purpose of determining its status with regards to 
accreditation. This process is done every 10 years by the New England Association 
of Schools and Colleges, our regional accreditation agency. 


One of the highlights of the past year was the senior class play entitled “Sec- 
ond Chance.” The play was written and directed by two seniors, Ms. Laurie Draper 
and Mr. Robert Zonfrelli. 


This past year has also seen much time spent on curriculum development. Mer 
bers of the English department developed a four-year mandatory core curriculum 
which all students must take. The elective courses will continue to be offered but in 
addition to the full year mandatory courses. Tenth grade students shall now be al- 
lowed to participate in the English elective program. 


A member from each, the Computer Science and Business Department, also — 
developed a Word Processing unit to be incorporated into the advanced typing 
courses and to be an integral part of the Senior Office Practice class. In addition, 
we are currently contemplating a computer accounting course to be implemented — 
in the near future. 


Math teachers system wide have begun to review the entire Math curriculum” 
kindergarten through Grade 12 in an effort to evaluate the present offerings with — 
regards to skills development and mastery, in order to upgrade our students’ achiev- 
ment. In light of declining test scores over the past few years, this has been a con- 
cern and every effort is being made to alleviate the problem. i

REPORT OF THE MIDDLE SCHOOL PRINCIPAL 


My eighth annual report to the citizens of Millis will include information e 
ported to me by our coordinators and teachers. The most significant issues are nev 
programs which are being developed to meet the needs of our school to greater ex 
tents. 


This year we established ten school goals. These goals include: Participating 
in the system-wide Computers in Education Committee toward the development 
of a comprehensive computer program, and implementing extra-curricular com- 
puter literacy courses; implementing a pilot middle school gifted and talented 
program; revising the social studies curriculum in conjunction with the elementary 
school; emphasizing the writing of research papers and doing research projects in 
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conjunction with the English teachers; identifying and implementing a checklist 

for using laboratory techniques and materials in grades 6, 7 and 8; continuing to 

_up-date and expand the book report lists in conjunction with the English teachers; 
participating in the system-wide needs assessment as part of the in-service program; 

exploring meeting with parents and teams during the evening; emphasizing class- 

_ room observation of teachers and providing effective feedback to teachers; and 

_ distributing a new student handbook. 


A highlight during 1983 was the week spent by 70 of our sixth graders at 
1 the Thompson Island Outdoor Center. Many students had their first experience 
_ in residing away from home and exploring the wonders of nature in the out-of- 
doors. Many interpersonal relationships were enhanced among the students, and 
between student and teachers who chaperoned the week long program. 


Our music program continues to be a great source of pride. The sixth grade 
and seventh and eighth grade bands will display their talents along with the boys’ 
and girls’ chorus at a special holiday performance. Traditionally, we will present 

our annual spring concert and annual middle school play production in the spring. 
Physical education and art continue to be real favorites with our students. This 
year we continued after school intramural programs in basketball, dance, and 

_ volleyball. We also added joggersize, stain glass windows, and computer literacy. 

~ Emphasis in skill development in both competitive and non-competitive sports 

~ continues. Our art program guides students toward developing creative ideas and 

; carrying them out through individual projects. 


The cultural/enrichment program continues to be a highlight of our stu- 
dents’ week. Activities include C.P.R., Basketball, Great Books, math help, news- 

paper, dance, composition workshop, chess, dramatics, and current events. All 
students have choices. Activities are changed on a quarterly basis. 


Our special education program continues to improve in identifying and 

ireating special needs of our students which include learning disabilities, coun- 

ling, and speech therapy. Special needs teachers are working even more closely 
with classroom teachers as a result of our team teaching structure. Special needs 
tudents continue being scheduled in a streamlined fashion so that their needs 
¢ being met by fewer specialists who know the individual child better. Our 
hapter 1 math remedial specialist continues to provide excellent individual and 
all group instruction to those students who need that extra attention. 


In closing, I wish to express my gratitude to the School Committee, Super- 
mtendent, all personnel, and to the parents, students, and community members 
lor their cooperation, commitment and support.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL OF MEMORIAL SCHOOL 


I am pleased to submit my fourth report as principal of the Memorial Schoo} 
We continue to offer a strong program in elementary education due to a fine teac 
ing and support staff. 


Several areas in the curriculum has been in the process of being strengthened. 
Funds were obtained to allow each teacher to attend a series of four workshops in ~ 
a program entitled Individualized Language Arts. The thrust of this program isto — 
improve student writing. Through the workshops the teachers have gained a variety 


of techniques and methods to help accomplish this. q 


Our reading program is currently undergoing a complete revision. This past — 
September we introduced a reading system for our above average pupils and by 
next September we will implement the second phase for the remainder of the 
students. This co-basal program, along with other support materials, will provide 
more and challenging material for all our youngsters. 


Two committees are presently studying other areas of our curriculum, one 
in mathematics and the other in social studies. The mathematics group is repre- 
sentative of staff in grades K—12 and will be recommending steps to improve the 
overall program. The other is a representative committee of social studies teach- 
ers in grades three through eight. This group is preparing a comprehensive list of 
skills and concepts taught in those grades as well as recommending a coordinated — 
and comprehensive curriculum across those grade levels. One positive outcome of 
the work of these committees has been a better understanding of the overall pro- 
gram by all teachers. 


The basic skills testing program is on-going and has also undergone some re-— 
vision. We have replaced the test instrument in reading, language, reference skills 
and mathematics with an updated and more comprehensive one. This series of 
tests better reflects our curriculum and will give us more information on each 
youngster. 


We are very pleased with our beginning choral and instrumental music pro- — 
grams. The experiences offered at our level provides youngsters with an excellent — 
foundation to continue in music education. 


The Memorial School Parent Advisory Council continues to play a very 
active and vital part in the overall school program. In addition to staffing our 
library they are involved in several projects including the Book Fair, Book Swap, 
Project Fair, Enrichment Program, the sale of school sweatshirts and several bak 
sales. Another very important function is that of providing a sounding board for 
the principal. The enrichment courses offered through this group were basic 
French, beginning Spanish, Morse Code, Cooking and Crafts, Macrame, Animal 
Husbandry, and Math Enrichment. 


We also began a program for gifted students on a pilot basis last spring. Thi 


program is continuing throughout the present school year and the students en- 
rolled are involved in some very challenging and interesting projects. 
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I want to acknowledge the encouragement and support given by Mr. William 
Vel Superintendent of Schools, members of the School Committee, the staff 
of the Memorial School, the parents and the students themselves.

REPGFT OF THE PRINCIPAL 
CLYDE F. BROWN SCHOOL 


It is again my pleasure to submit my eighth annual report of events and pro- 
grams that have occurred at the Clyde Brown School during the year. 


It was reported several years ago that contrary to city areas, a modest in- 
crease in enrollment was taking place. This increase resulted in an addition of a 
kindergarten class beginning in September 1983. It appears that a continuation 
of these numbers of pupils will eventually cause full use of every room for regular 
classes. This will result in a lack of space for all types of remedial classes and ad- 
ded space will be a must. 


The process of revising and updating each course of study has been taking 
place over the past few years. The recent summer work by three staff members 
has resulted in an entirely new social studies program of more than 200 pages of 
objectives, examples and sequential processes for providing a better approach to 
teaching this subject matter. Mrs. Barbara Hoffman, Mrs. Dorothy Howley and 
Miss Dorothy Esperian can be commended for outstanding work. 


Parent volunteers continue to make fine contributions to many of our 
special programs and each year they are asked to contribute more than the pre- 
vious year. 


One new program begun at CFB this year with cooperation from town 
officials and the Police Department was a fingerprint program. Several mothers 
provided many hours of help that made it possible to fingerprint 265 pupils out 
of an enrollment of 285 students. Parent volunteers also provided the wherewith- 
al for fund raising that takes place each year. The accumulated funds are available 
for the several kinds of assembly programs and eventually some computer soft- 
ware. 


Other involvement by parents are in the area of classroom, aides, room 
mothers, nurses and librarians. Parents also sponsored a parent-teacher “Get 
Acquainted Tea.” 


At an appreciation event in June, Mrs. Robert DiCenzo was awarded a five- 
year certificate for her efforts at providing the leadership for organizing library 
services at CFB. Mrs. Arthur Fraser also received a certificate for her five years 
as a classroom aide. We are deeply indebted to them for their services to the 
school pupils and teachers. 


Through the cooperative efforts of Mrs. Jane Walker and Mrs. Christina 
White, and the principal, a state grant of $5,594 was awarded to the Clyde 
Brown School for the purpose of obtaining several computers and the accom- 
panying hardware as well as the necessary software needed to have viable train- 
ing for our youngsters. By the end of the 1982—83 school year, teachers as well 
as pupils should be well into becoming acquainted with the computer. 
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Other auxiliary educational programs which were presented to our students 
and continue to be a basic source of cultural and social enrichment are the Great 
Books Reading Program, an academically talented group, an artistically talented 
group, a special chorus group as well as the Telezonia program. The latter is ac- 
complished with the loan by the telephone company of two phones and a tele- 
trainer with which pupils learn to dial emergency and home numbers as well as | 
learn to speak clearly and politely on the phone. { 


In addition to the educational programs listed above, our students were in- 
volved in local trips to the public library to be oriented to this facility and to the 
fire station where they were given safety and fire preventative strategies in an 
emergency at home. They were also shown uses of certain fire fighting equipment. — 


Out of town field trips have been greatly reduced in recent years so pupils 
had fewer opportunities to experience a varied program, but they did visit the ; 
Shriners Circus for the first time. | 


Safety continues to te an important part of our students’ education. Offi- 
cer Albert Bainia, the safety officer, conducted exiting from the emergency door 
of the school busses and a kindergarten orientaticn safety program as well as win- 
ter and Halloween safety. 


Parents visited the schocl for several socializing events. Lunch with parents — 
and pupils, Open House with pupils accompanying their parents at the first and 
second grade level, and a combination art festival and Picnic in the Park during 
“Family Month” in May. Each child exhibited one or more samples of his art 
work and enjoyed lunch with those relatives who were free to take part. 


Student Achievement tests were administered in May with very encourag- 
ing test scores as a result. Given below are the average grade equivalents for the 
past two years. Eleven of fourteen categories showed increases in 1983 over the 
results of 1982. 


In conclusion, I wish to thank the members of the School Committee, Mr. 
Vellante, a very hard working staff, and the many parent volunteers who aided 
in making the school year so enriching and successful for our students.
